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2004-2005 Teacher of the Year
     Congratulations to Sharon
Anibal for receiving the 2005
Raymond L. Breun Excellence in
Education Award.  Mrs. Anibal re-
ceived the award, also known as
the Teacher of the Year Award, on
June 15, 2005 at the Old Court-
house during the Spring Teacher
Workshop, The 1960s: A St. Louis
Perspective.
     Mrs. Anibal, a third-grade
teacher at Good Shepherd School
in Ferguson, MO, was recognized
for consistently incorporating
JEFF resources and programs into
her classes’ study of Plains Indians.
Her class participated in the Plains
Indian Museum Education Pro-
gram at the Gateway Arch.  To help
her students prepare, Mrs. Anibal
ordered a Plains Indian Traveling
Trunk.  Students investigated

Plains Indian culture and traditions
by handling living history items,
such as moccasins, trade beads,
and clothing.  During their visit to
the Gateway Arch, students dis-
cussed the role of seasons and
natural resources in the traditional

lifestyle of certain groups of Plains
Indians. Back in their classroom,
Mrs. Anibal led them in construct-
ing a model tipi similar to that
which they had seen in the Mu-
seum of Westward Expansion.
     The Raymond L. Breun Excel-
lence in Education Award is named
in honor of Raymond L. Breun, a
former executive director of the
Jefferson National Parks Associa-
tion. Mr. Breun’s focus on educa-
tion established Jefferson National
Expansion Memorial as a leader in
museum education programs in the
St. Louis area and the National
Park System.  The award acknowl-
edges a teacher who participates in
a Museum Education Program and
demonstrates exemplary prepara-
tion through his or her students.
